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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to the divisional application filed November 20, 2002 by 
Frank van Diggelen for the invention titled "Method and Apparatus for Locating Mobile 
Receivers Using a Wide Area Reference Network for Propagating Ephemeris". 

Information Disclosure Statement 
The IDS filed by Applicant has been fully considered by the Examiner as indicated by the 
accompanying initialed copied of Applicant's form PTO- 1449. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 36-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In lines 4-5 of claim 36 it is not clear what Applicant is referring to by reciting a "mobile 
GLS" receiver. Even though it may be just a typographical error. 

Claims 37 and 38 are included because they would depend from an indefinite base claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty 
defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published 
under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was published under 
Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes 
of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a). 



Claims 36-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Moeglein et aL 



Moeglein et al. teaches a satellite positioning reference system in which a plurality of SPS 
receivers are positioned in a dispersed manner over a large geographical region, wherein each of 
the SPS receivers transmits into a communication network a representation of at least a portion 
of a GPS satellite message (such as satellite ephemeris data), which was received from a plurality 
of GPS satellites in view of the particular SPS receiver. A plurality of digital processing systems 
are coupled to the communication network to receive the satellite ephemeris data and therefrom 
produce pseudorange and pseudorange rate data which is then made available by means of the 
communications network for use by other SPS receivers aiding with locating and locking onto an 
GPS satellite signal(s) which is/are most likely to be in view.
